THE COMING WET SEASON. 


No Military Movement Can Be Made 
in the Philippines. 

WASHINGTON, April 4—War Depart- 
ment officials look upon the approach of 
the wet season in the Philippines as a de- 
cisive factor {In determining the character 
of the military movements during the next 
six months The United States troops were 
in the trenches around Manila through 
much of the worst part.of the wet season 
last summer. Maj. Sampson, chief of the 
Bureau of Military Information, was then 
on the staff of Gen. Greene and learned 
from experience how far this wet season 
affected the health and comfort of the 
men and retarded military operations. He 
says men were up to their knees in mud 
and wat.r during July and August. when 
our trenches were drawn around Manila. 
But it did not cause any material in- 
crease in the sick rate. The stretches 
of quagmire made it impossible to execute 
military movements on a large scale. 

The wet season does not begin as a rule 
until June so that it is about two months 
before its effects would be seriously felt. 
The present months. April and May, gener- 
ally come under the head of the hot sea- 
son, which just precedes the drenching 
rains beginning in June. 

The hottest weather is in May, although 
it never goes above 100 degrees. Gradu- 
aliy this merges into the heavy rains and 
violent storms of June, the wet season last- 
ing for six months. The season does not 
come on abruptly. but is a gradual! trans- 
ition until everything is in a conditicn of 
soak. 

Last summer the (first expedition of 
United States troovs landed about July 1 
and by that time the wet season was well 
under way, the men were fent into the 
trermches for 24 hours ard then relleved. In 
this way the regiments would be moved 
up every morning and for that day and 
night would stand in the kKnee-deep rain 
and mud. But it would have been difficult 
if not impossible to have kept troops ex- 
posed to such conditions for any extended 
time. 

The Astor battery was one of the bodies 
serving during part of the rainy season. 
Capt. March, one of the officers of the 
battery, was here recently, and said the 
sick rate during the wet season was kept 
down to 4 pef cent. Maj. Simpson says 
that at no time did malaria or typhoid as- 
sume an envidemic form, 

It is the general belief that Gen. Ot's 
will complete his present campaign before 
the wet season opens.

CAVAIGNAC’S EVIDENCE. 


It Is Worthless as Proof of the Guilt 


of Dieyfus. 

PARIS, April 4.—The publication of the 
evidence of ex-Minister of War Cavaignac 
before the Court of Cassation, endeavoring 
to establish the guilt of Dreyfus, shows 
much ingenuity, but it is regarded as 


worthless. 
M. Cavaignac testified that in conse- 
quence of the discovery that some one was 
committing treason, all of the officers of 
the general staff were closely watched. In 
the spring of 1894 Dreyfus was first sus- 
ected in consequence of the similarity of 
is handwriting to that of the bordereau.

There Is More Contentment Among 


the People There Than There 
Is in Cuba. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NBW YORK, April 4.—Brig.-Gen. 
Breckinridge, Inspector-General of 
United States Army, is at home after 
tour of Porto Rico and Cuba. 

“The people in Porto Rico are much 
more contented than those In Cuba,” said 
the General. “In Porto Rico they are di- 
vided into three classes—Pro-Spanish, Au- 
tonomists and Annexationists. The Auto- 
nomists represent about 15 per cent of the 
population, but they are preaching the 
doctrine that islanders have only changed 
one taskmaster for another-and that the 
Americans are fully as tyrannical as the 
Spaniards. 

“The Pro-Spanish recognize the impor- 
tance of the sovereignty of a well estab- 
ished government and the Annexationists 
naturally favor American rule. Neverthe- 
less, there is enough discontent to War- 
rant the belief of trouble at any time. 

“In Cuba the natives are quarreling 
among themselves, and that means trouble 
for us at some time. Gomez is a wily 
old man, and when it comes to diplomacy 
he can give the average American plenty 
of leeway and come out ahead. . 
‘“*The class of Cubans who have Spanish 
or Anglo-Saxon blood are very arrogant. 
They consider themselves superior to ad 
others and are liable to refuse to recognize 
our laws. 

“IT see that in New York you have been 
burying some of the poor fellows who died 
on Cuban soil. Do you know JI think the 
removes of the bodies was a great mis- 
take. 

“We ought to establish 
teries both in Cuba and Porto. Rico, -for 
many more Americans will die there. The 
exhuming of the bodies seemed €o lack 
decorum. The corpses were practically 
shoveled into the coffins. They had not 
been buried long enough to become skele- 
tons, the¥Y had been interred too long to 
warrant their satisfactory removal from 
one coffin to another. 

‘In both Cuba and Porto Rico signs are 
everywhere manifest of American enterprise 
and I am satisfied that at an eanly date 
there will be many improvements which 
the natives will hail with joy and bless 
the day when the United States declared 
war against Spain.”

1S SHE AN ASSASSIN 


MISSOURI WOMAN ACCUSED OF 
SHOOTING A LUCERNE MAN. 


HE WAS WOUNDED FIVE TIMES. 


Coroner’s Jury Would Not Make a Di 
rect Charge, but the State’s 
Attorney Has. 


UNIONVILLE, Mo., April 4.—Forma] 
charge of murder In the first degree has 
been made against Mrs. Fred Holden of 
Iaicerne, who is suspected of the assassina- 
tion of Duke Ballard last Thursday n’‘ght. 
Though all kinds of unsubstantiated reports 
are going the rounds the reason held by 
the authorities for bellef that Mrs. Holden 
killed Ballard is not made public. The 
Coroner’s jury declined to name any per- 
son as the poss‘ble slayer. 

The facts of Ballard’s death a8 stated in 
testimony before the Coroner were that 
after five shots had sounded in the village 
street he was found lying on the sidewalk 
in front of Frank Sprague’s house, mortal- 
ly wounded. Mr. Sprague and Jaeob Ba ley 
were standing on the front porch of Mr. 
Bailey's house when the shots were fired. 
They seemed to come from the alley back 
of Mr. Sprague’s house and directly in 
front of the Gregory building, occupied by 
Fred Holden and family. A moment or so 
Jater a man came shambling along past the 
house where Balley and Sprague stood. 

When he reached the street he turned 
west, going but a few steps, untill he fell. 

The wounded man died without regaining 
consciousness, 

After some invest'gation Mrs. Holden 
was arrested. Fred Holden, who, it is said, 
had quarreled with Ballard, was severa! 
miles away at the ttme of the shooting. 

The authorities are also working on the 
case on another theory that the shoot'’ng 
was done by a man of some prominence 
on the theory that ‘‘dead men tel) no tales.”’ 
Mrs. Holden said that she had gone to bed 
with her two children and was about half 
asleep, she heard three shots fired in quick 
succession, and before she had tme to get 
to the door two more shots were fired. When 
she opened the door she saw a man dodge 
around the corner, several rods away.

“It wag a time,’ he sald, “‘when the Gov- 
ernment of the United States had reduced 
its gold reserve to something over $40,000,- 
000. 
“It had offered its securities to the pub- 
lic. It had invited a popular loan, the cred- 
it of the Government was being attacked, 
and it was facing a mighty volume of lia- 
bilities for which it had no assets to pro- 
vide and no money to pay. 

“It appealed to the country to give its 
resources in exchange for the securities. 
It was the second appeal within a short 
period of time, and the nation was 
threatened with a change to new standards 
of value, and every Interest was threatened 
with weenie ogy | and chaos. Most of you 
had previousiy Drought your resources to 
the aid of the Government. Now declining 
values appeared to have made a loss cer- 


tain.” 

Mr. Gage eulogized the patriotism of the 
New York banks at this critical time, and 
said that to their action was now due the 
fact that the credit of the United States 
was unimpaired. It had been reported in 
the newspapers that the treasury contem- 
plated a further issue of bonds. 

“TI do not see any need of such action,” 
sald Mr. Gage. “* e treasury now has 
$284,000 000 of net money, and after parment 
of the Spanish claim there will 324.- 
000.000. The condition of the financtal mar- 
ket is not such as to create anxiety.” 

Notwithstanding the heavy war ex- 
penses. Secreatary Gage declared that for 
the fiscal year ending June BW, 1900, the de- 
ficit would not much exceed 000 0nd, 

“IT want to express my purpose,” he con- 
cluded, of keeping the treasury of the 
United States in a sound, solid and satis- 
factory condition. (Applause.) And I want 
to appeal to you to keep the affairs of the

ARREST OF D. D. QUINLAN, A SUC- 
’ CESSFUL CRIMINAL. 


FORGED CHECKS IN ST. LOUIS. 


Believed to Be the Man Whd Found 
So Many Victims Among Mer- 
chants Last Summer. 


D. D. Quinlan, who was wanted in many 
cities for forgery and who operated in St. 
Louis recently, was arrested by Chicago 
detectives Mgrtday. Though there are some 
cases against him here it is not likely 
he will be Hrought to this city as there are 
more serious\charges against him in other 


cities, } 

Among Quinlan’s St. Louis victims are 
the Planters’ and Southern Hotels. He 
beat. both of these hostelries out of large 
board bills and succeeded in getting the 
first mentioned hotel to cash a $25 forged 
check. Besides the cases against him in 
St. Louis he is wanted in New York, De- 
troit, Cincinnati. Buffalo and Lincoln, LIL. 

On ‘March 21 the St. Louis detective de- 
partment received a letter from the chief 
of police of Lincoln, fll... requesting his ar- 
rest. Detective James Tracy was detailed 
on the ease. He succeeded in getting Quin- 
lan’s trail, but found the forger had gone, 

Quinlan is known by the name of Charles 
East. He is 23 years old, 5 feet 6 inches 


tall. medium build, of dark, sallow com- 


plexion, light brown eyes and dark hair. | 


He dressed in elegant style and while at 
the St. Louis hotels he said he was repre- 
sentin Charles Nevin, a Buffalo glove 
manufacturer. His engraved cards had 
printed in the lower right hand corner ‘’pre- 
sented by D. D. Quinlan, Santiago de 
Cuba.” 

Detective Tracy found Quinlan had left 
the Planters’ March 1, and in his report 
to Chief Desmond on March 21 he said he 
thought Qu'nlan had gone from the city. 

Correspondence in possession of the SBt. 
Louis police indicate that Quinlan accepted 
positions as traveling salesman to become 
acquainted with merchants in order that he 
might obtain their stationery and forge 
their checks.

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EGRO FELL THREE FLOORS. 


Wounded Man Disappeared, but Was 
Captured Later, Together With 
His Colored Confederat) . 


Private Watchman Fred Schreihegan, 
while on the third floor of 'the packing house 
of the Charles Wissman & Sons (Co., Mon- 
day night at 8 o’clock, saw a negro enter 
the building, 1111 N. Twelfth street, walk 
stealthily up to the third story, burden him. 
self with a sack of bacon and start away. 
The watchman cried out ‘“halt,’” but the 
negro did not halt, and a moment later the 
thief received a load of shot in the small of 


his back. 

The watchman says he was about forty 
feet away when the negro, who had been 
cut off from the stairs by Schreihegan, 
leveled his shotgun. The thief had plainly 
determined to jump from the window, for 
as he received the shot he plunged forward 
and fell to the ground three stories be- 
low. 

Schrethagen ran down stairs expecting to 
find the man crushed to death, but in- 
stead the fellow had disappeared. An hour 
later Officers Fowler and O’Brien found the 
wounded negro a* 913 N. Twelfth street and 
sent him to the City Hospital. 

The negro gave his name as Henry Bur- 
ton. He says that when he felt the sting 
of the shot and made the dash for the 
window he forgot he was on the third floor. 
He landed on his head and shoulders and 
was rendered temporarily unconsctous, but 
in a moment recovered and walked away. 
He had gone only a few steps when he felt 
the terrible pain in his back and went into 
913 N, elfth street, where he remained 
until the police captured him. 

Burton says Ben Gray, another negro, 
was with him when he entered the pack- 
ing house, qray was arrested later by 
Sergt. Walsh and Officer O’Brien and taken 
before Burton at the hospital. Burton 
identified him as this confederate. 

The watchman at the packing house says 
that hams and provisions have been fre- 
quently missing of late and he was especial- 
ly charged to be on the lookout for thieves. 
It is altogether probable that this partic- 
ular packing house and this private watch- 
man will be given a wide berth hereafter 
by night prowlers and marauders. 

It is thought Burton will recover from his 
terrible injuries.
